Ever since tho world became a dwelling- place of organlwd , 
thlnken, these people ban boon striving for the thing known 
aa "Fnedom of Speech." Hen have always believed that with 
no legal or ecclestical ban placed upon tho free expression of 
their thoughts, this world would- bo mon livable, mon broad- 
minded, and mon advanaad In civilisation. 

Freedom of speech l*nloubtless an excellent thing when It 
brings new thoughts to people through enlightened thinkers 
sharing their mental discoveries and Ideas with their neighbors, 
but there la an outstanding aril In the type of free speech that 
we, ae Americans have today. 

With no check put upon' the expression of thoughts, heed- 
less people, or flanatlca may cause a greet amount of trouble 
,with their unguarded remarks. Fanatics may b* controlled by 
rpreoeun exertod by public ■ opinion, hut each Individ- 
ual must) control his own unguarded or canton remarks which 
may harm other people. 

One of tha best examples of the danger of free speechi in 
our life at Sweet Briar is the frequent occurence of derogatory 
rrftlciam. The number of times that this desVnct|re type of 
freedom of spc ch occurs, should make us all think mon often'
